New Orleans, April 9.—Relief of 
the cotton situation in the south 
through, substantia] financial) as- 
sistance on the part of the War 
Finance corporation was expected to 
be brought about shortly, in the 
opinion of representatives of the 
War Finance corporation, Federal] 
International Banking company and 
the Federal Reserve Bank of At- 
lanta, who tonight announced, af- 
ter an all-day consultation, that 
they would meet again in Atlanta 
the latter part of this month to 
take action along these lines. 

The Federal International Bank- 
ing company's headquarters here 
will secure from the 1,300 members 
of the corporation, recently «.gan- 


ized under the Edge act, date and 


Statistics touching all angles of the 
cotton trade. 
To Make Definite Plans. 

These statistics will be indexed 
and studied at the Atlanta meeting 
after which it was expected defi- 
nite plans would be made for or- 
ganization under the Webb-Pome- 
rene act of a company able to fi- 
mance and move cotton, 

The meeting here today was pre- 
sided over by R. S. Hecht, a direc- 
tor of the Federal International 
Banking company. Among those 
active in the discussion of cotton 
relief plans were Eugene Meyer, ZJr., 
managing director, and Dwight F. 
Davis, a director of the War Finance 
corporation, and M. B. Wellborn, gov- 
ernor of the Atlanta Federal Re- 
serve bank. All directors of the 
New Orleans branch of the Atlanta 
bank also were present. . 

Urged to Send Representatives. 

Cotton exporters of the south will 
be called upon to have representa- 
tives at the Atlanta meeting, it was 
announced. Mr. Meyer, in an ex- 
planation of the views of the War 
Finance corporation, stated the best 
results for the south would be ac- 
complished by “the proper spirit of 
co-operation among cotton export- 
ers and bankers, acting in conjunc- 
tion with the Federal International 
Banking company.” Both Mr. Mey- 
er and Mr. Davis assured the bank- 
ers that any practical plan of co- 
operation devised by the bankers 
and exporters would meet with the 
hearty co-operation of the War 
Finance corporation. 

The meeting here today was for 
the purpose of continuing the dis- 
cussion of the cotton export situa- 
tion, which was taken up at the re- 
cent Washington conference with 
Herbert Hoover, secretary of com- 
merce. 

Tentative Plans Drawn. 

After five hours of deliberation 
in what is considered to have been 
one of the most significant meet- 


ings relative to relieving of the 
gotton situation, the bankers drew 
up tentative plans for the formation 
soon of a corporation for handling 
the cotton supply under the Webb- 
Pomerene Act, following a luncheon 
at Antoines tonight. 

It was decided to allow the Fed- 
eral International Banking company 
to collect, through questionnaires 
sent out over the country, infor- 
mation that will be useful in form- 
ing such a corporation at the meet- 
ing in Atlanta the latter part of 
the month, at which Mr. Meyer has 
promised to be present.

INVESTIGATION WILL

Joseph O. Ewing Accused 
of Aiding in Fleecing 
Bunco Victim in Affi- 
davit Furnished by Poole. 


The show-down called for by 
Atlanta’s detective department ever 
since removal of its officers was 
recommended by the Fulton cotfnty 
grand jury in January, will come 
Monday night when the special 
committee of general council or- 
ganized to investigate charges of 
corruption or incompetence on the 
police force, begins its work. 

Indications were Saturday that 
there will be no effort by either 
Solicitor-General John A. Boykin, 
responsible for the charges made 
against the police department, or by 
the representatives of any police- 
man under fire to postpone the is- 
sue farther. Witnesses have been 
summoned. Special counsel has 
teen retained to represent Chief of 
Detectives Lamar Poole, and detec- 
tive lieutenants Shaw and Waggon- 
er. Eugene R. Black, prominent 
Atlanta lawyer, has been retained 
by citizens to aid the solicitor-gen- 
eral in substantiating his charges. 

The announcement was also made 
that Solicitor Boykin will pers@n- 
ally direct the probe. 

Vigorous Action Promised. 


The committee itself, headed by 
Chairman Walter A. Sims, promises 
to be vigorous in pursuing the in- 
vestigation. Funds have been pro- 
vided for paying the expenses of 
witnesses to be brought here from 
afar. Chairman Sims has announc- 
ed that the committee will work 
night and day for a speedy and 
complete investigation. “It is our 
purpose either to find out whether 
these charges have a basis and if 
they have to clean up the police 
department or to announce to the 
world that the advertisement At- 
lanta has recently received as being 
a hot-bed of protected criminality 
is absolutely false. We are simply 
looking for the truth and are going 
out to find it.” 

A startling development on the 
eve of the probe was an affidavit 
furnished by Chief Poole in which 
he declared that Joseph O. Ewing, 
attorney, and one-time an employee 
in the office qf Mr. Boykin, had 
been identified as one of the bunco 
men who had fleeced a visitor to 
Atlanta. 

Ewing, he declared, had been oper- 
ating under an alias, but was pos- 
itively identified by a photograph. 

Ewing has only recently returned 
from Chicago, where it is reported 
he went to get affidavits that Chief 
Poole had been furnishing protec- 
tion for the organized swindle syn- 
dicate of Atlanta. 

Boykin to Take Part. 


Solicitor-General John A. Boykin 
will appear before the councilmanic 
investigating committee when that 
body goes Into session Monday night 
at 7:30 in the council chambers. 

“I certainly will be at the meet- 
ing Monday night,” stated Mr. Boy- 
kin Saturday, “and I am going to 
be there more than some people 
want me to be.” 

Decision of Mr. Boykin to be 
present and personally direct the 
councilmanic investigation of 
charges against the detective heads 
made by two grand juries comes 
as a sharp surprise as it has been

will give to the $5,000,000 fund for 
a real Georgia Tech. The Tech 
tourists have for the past week 
traveled the state, visiting the 
principal cities, spreading the gos- 
pel of Georgia's possibilities and 
their realization through Georgia 
Tech. They met as the guests of 
the team, heads, captains and work- 
ers of the local phase of the move, 
under the auspices of the Atlanta 
Chamber of Commerce. 

Victor Allen, state chairman of 
the campaign, was present, seated 
at the right hand of G. F. Willis, 
the local chairman at the speakers’ 
table. Mr. Allen, an alumni of the 
University of Georgia, has pledged 
his whole aid to the plan and last 
night told his hearers of the suc- 
cess that was bound to come. 

Matheson Enthusiastic 


President K. G. Matheson, the of- 
ficial leader of the tour, on behalf 


of Georgia Tech, gave interesting 
indications from the overwhelming 
support vouchsafed the camapign in 
every section of the state, from hills 
to coast. He told the gathering 
that the men who had made the 
jaunt had been encouraged on every 
hand, and on every hand had heard 
people state that they were putting 
their faith in Atdlanta to step out 
In’ the lead to secure the needed 
things for the local institution.

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% FOUND GUILT 


Defendants Include Men 
of Varied Occupations, 
Hailing From All Sec- 
tions of Georgia. 


JUDGE TO PRONOUNCE 
SENTENCES APRIL 30 


Verdict of Guilty Return- 
ed Late Saturday, After 
Deliberation by Jurors 
Since Noon Friday. 


Macon, Ga., Aprii 9.—(Special.)— 
After deliberating for 28 hours a 
jury in federal court late today re- 
turned a verdict of guilty on all 
five charges of the _ indictment 
against 36 persons accused of con- 


spiracy to rob the American Rall- 
way Express company of property 
valued at more than a million dol- 
lars. 

The list of defendants included 
not only express messengers and 
agents in Georgia and Alabama, but 
also conductors, baggage men, news 
butchers, negro porters, garage 
owners and hotel proprietors. The 
conductors were some of the best 
known in the southeast. 

W. A. Hughes, messenger, fur- 
nished the bulk of the evidence for 
the government. He was on the 
stand for nearly a week and told of 
transactions in goods stolen while 
in transit. He mentioned a large 
proportion of the accused men. 
Hughes himself confessed to numer- 
ous thefts. 

Four of the sixty-four persons in- 
dicted were never arrested; nine 
were found not guilty by the jury; 
nine verdicts of not guilty were di- 
rected by Judge Beverly D. Evans; 


five pleaded guilty and one case 


was nol prossed. 
Four Weeks Consumed. 

The case has been on trial for 
four weeks, witnesses from all parts 
of the United States have taken 
the witness stand. 

During the government’s presen- 
tation of evidence it was shown that 
there was a system of signals used 
in the conspiracy. “WHIIl he ride?” 
was a query to determine whether 
a person alluded to was “all right,” 
the “all right” being an answering 
signal. :

WRIGHT DRAWS UP 
MEASURE TO CUT 
RAILROAD RATES 


Georgia Congressman to 
Present Bill Monday Re- 
ducing Freight and Pas- 
senger Charges.

Washington, April 9.—(By Consti- 
tution Leased Wire.)—The reduction 
of railroad passenger and freight 
rates conditioned upon the gradual 
return to post-war normalcy is one 
of the leading domestic issues to 
come before the extra session of 
congress. President Harding has 
repeatedly stated that a reduction 
of rates was imverative in the pro- 
gram for business ‘reconstruction 
and has summoned various rail 
boards to the white house to dis- 
cuss such a plan. 

Congressman W. C. Wright, of 
the fourth district of Georgia, will 
accept no parleying or temporizing 
on the subject, but will go to the 
bat Monday morning not only with 
a direct legislative measure re- 
ducing rates to the scale in effect 
at the time of the passage of the 
transportation act, but will seek 
early action on his bill in commit- 
tee, staying behind it until the con- 
gress shall have passed upon the 
question. 


Provisions of Wright Bill. 

The main provisions of the Wright 
bill,-which the Georgian will] intro- 
duce Monday, follows: 

“SECTION 1—That for a period 
of one year, commencing thirty 
days after the passage and ap- 
proval of this act, all railroad com- 
panies and common carriers in the 
United States subject to the pro- 
visions of the transportation -act 
approved February 28, 1920, shall 
not be permitted to charge any 
rates, fares or charges for the 
transportation of persons or prop- 
erty in excess of the rates, fares 
and charges which had been fixed

Miners Agree to Safe- 
guarding of Mines and 
Conference Is Called for, 
Monday Morning. 


HINT OF SETTLEMENT 
ON NATIONAL BASIS 


Definite Hope Entertain- 

ed That General Walk- 
Out Has Been Averted 
and Strike Nears End. 


London, April 9.—(By the Asso- 
clated Press.) — The strike of the 
coal miners, which threatened to 
carry with it a general strike of the 


railwaymen and transport workers, 
seems now to be in a fair way of 
settlement through negotiations. 

The dispute throughout has been 
fruitful of surprises, and another 
one was sprung tonight when, af- 
ter conferences and interviews be- 
tween the parties concerned lasting 
all day long, and when it was sup- 
posed that all efforts to move the 
miners had proved ineffectual, * 
was suddenly announced that the 
miners had yielded and that a con- 
ference with the coal owners had 
been convened for Monday to dis- 
cuss the questions involved, while 
notices were sent to the mining dis- 
tricts urging abstention from any 
action that would interfere with 
necessary measures for the safety 
of the mines. 


“Arranged Unconditionally.” 

The only explanation yet available 
as to what inducements were offer- 
ed to the miners to remove their ob- 
jection to assenting to steps assur- 
ing the safety of the mine owners’ 
property is the somewhat cryptic 
statement of Frank Hodges, secre- 
tary of the miners’ union—“the con- 
ference was arranged uncondition- 
ally.” 

Whether the rumors that the gov- 
ernment is willing that the wage 
question should be adjusted on a 
national basis may be held to ex- 
plain the change in the situation, is 
unknown. If, as Mr. Hodges sug- 
gests, the government and mine 
owners have really agreed to an 
unconditional conference, that would 
be sufficient to induee the miners 
to yield the pumping point. In any 
case, the unexpected agreement 
gives the liveMest hopes that the

Governor Dorsey Declares 
That Result of Trial in 
Covington Has Vindi- 
cated State of Georgia.

Covington, April 9.—(Special.)— 
“I am innocent, and when I get my 
new trial I'll prove that what Il 
say is true.” 

This was all that John §. Wil- 
liams, Jasper county planter, 
would say Saturday when questlion- 
ed by newspaper men about his 
Plans for the future. “I refer you 
to my lawyer, Greene Johnson,” he 
added. “He may have some state- 
ment to make next week.” 

He then stepped into a waiting 
automobile and was rushed to the 
Fulton county tower. An hour be- 
fore he had stood unflinchingly be- 
fore Judge John B. Hutcheson and 
heard the sentence of life impris- 
Oonment passed upon him. Tried 
on the charge of the murder of 
Lindsey Peterson, an insignificant 
negro “bought out” from a city 
prison and taken to work on his 
broad fields of cotton, he was con- 
demned to that punishment by ea 
jury of other white farmers and 
small-town merchants, although the 
omly direct evidence of Nis guilt 
was the agsertion of a negro, Clyde 
Manning, that he had bound, 
weighted, and drowned Peterson at 
Williams’ order as he had killed or 
helped to kill ten others. of his 
race, four of them “with an ax.” 

Motion for New Trial. 

A motton for a new trial for Wil- 
liams will be argued before Judge 
Hutcheson in Decatur at 10 o’clock, 
April 30. 

Machinery was put in motion Sat- 
urday as soon as the verdict was 
returned for an early trial of Clyde 
Manning, the negro who testified 
that he had actually committed the 
murders at Williams’ command. 
Manning was jointly Indicted with 
Williams in all the cases against 
the farmer. 

Solicitor-General Brand declared 
that he is averse to waiting until 
July to dispose of the cases against 
the negro. Judge Hutcheson, of the 
Stone Mountain circuit, will rest this 
week and next week will hold court 
in DeKalb county. The following 
week, Mr. Brand indicated that he 
would endeavor to have Manning 
tried. 

Speaking of the results of the 
Williams trial, Mr. Brand gaid: “I 
have nothing to say further than I 
am deeply sorry that in the admin- 
istration of justice some innocent 
women and children have to suf- 
fer, but those who choose to vio- 
late the law should think of that 
and be deterred.” He was person- 
ally congratulated on the outcome 
of the case by Governor Dorsey. 

Jury Reaches Verdict. 

“Have you reached a verdict, 
gentlemen,” Judge John B. Hutche- 
s0n asked, when at 9:45 o'clock this 
morning the jury filed into the Cov- 
ington courtroom with tired and 
Grave but inscrutable faces. They 
had then been out almost eighteen 


hours.

STATES CAMPBELL 


Grand Jury to Meet Mon- 
day and Solicitor Be- 
lieves Indictments Will 
Be Promptly Returned. 


WILL PROBE LYNCHING 
OF EUGENE HAMILTON 


Campbell Says He Has 
Evidence Which Will 
Result in Six or Seven 
Indictments. 


Complete investigation of racial 
troubles in Jasper county will be 
inaugurated by the Jasper county 
grand jury Monday. Not only will 
indictments charging murder be 
brought against John Williams and 
his three sons, but true bills will 
be asked against six or seven citi- 
zens of the county implicated in 
the lynching of Eugene Hamilton, 
a negro preacher and school teacher 
at Monticello several months ago. 
These announcements were made 
yesterday in Atlanta by Doyle 
Campbell, solicitor-general of the 
Jasper superlor court. 

Mr. Campbell announced further 
that as soon as indictments for the 
Willlams boys, Marvin, LeRoy and 
Huland, are returned Monday he 
will ask Governor Dorsey to offer 
rewards for their arrest. He de- 
cYares they have fled from the state. 

Will Offer Rewards. 

Governor Dorsey has already de- 
clared that as soon as he received 
formal request he would offer a 
reward for the apprehension <« the 
Williamses. Report both in Cov- 
ington, Ga., and in Atlanta is that 
the boys have sought safety in 
Mexico. 

“The law-abiding people of Jas- 
per county are with me to 4 man 
in taking immediate steps to show 
the world that Jasper county is not 
a hotbed of lawlessness. We are 
going to see that Wilttams and his 
song face trial before a Jasper 
county jury, not-only to satisfy the 
mandates of the law and serve the 
ends of justice, but to vindicate the 
good name of our county,” said Mr. 
Campbell in Atlanta Saturday. 

Grand Jury Meets Monday. 

The grand jury has already been 
summoned to meet Monday and it is 
Mr. Campbell's belief that the in- 
dictments will be promptly returned. 
The investigation promises to be 
extensive in its scepe. One of the 
first phases of the racial trouble 
which will be investigated will be 
the lynching of Eugene Hamilton, 
the negro preacher and school teach- 
er who was a mob victim at Monti- 
cello seVeral months ago. 

“I have proof against a number 
of men implicated in this lynching,” 
said Solicitor Campbell, “in fact I 
have enough evidence which I can 
produce Monday to indict six or 
seven and the true Dills will cause 
a sensation.” 

Orders were issued both by Judge 
Sibley, of the federal court, and 
Judge Hutcheson, of the Stone Moun- 
tain circuit, for the removal of ne- 
groes held in Fulton county tower 
as witnesses in both the Newton 
county murder cases and the feder- 
al peonage investigation. They will 
be taken to Monticello Monday to 
appear before the Jasper inquiry.

Pitying Silence.

And outside the result was accept- 
ed with equal quietness.

Hutcheson would give him a court. 
When that will be Judge Hutche- 
son declines to indicate at present. 
He had been sittin continuously 
for thirteen weeks. e is tired out 
and regular terms in the other four 
counties of his circuit fall due in 
succession, the first next Monday. 
Although the Williams jury was 
excused, the March term of the 
Newton county court has not been 
adjourned, and proceedings in it 
can be resumed at any time. 

Former As8gsistant United States 
Attorney-General E. Marvin Under- 
wood, of Atlanta, retained as Man- 
ning’s consel, has stated that his 
client would plead not guilty, on 
the ground that he was coerced to 
kill by his employer Williams. Such 
coercion, if proved, would remove 
him from his present alleged status 
as an accomplice and under the 
Georgia code as expressly stated 
would compel the court to charge 
the trial jury to acquit him. 

The perfect order and decorum 
maintained by Judge HutcheSon, 
Sheriff B. L. Johnson and his dep- 
utiles during the trial of Williams 
is the subject of unlversal com- 
ment.

Williams’ Stoicism. 

The correspondent’s most vivid 
impression is of the stoiciam of the 
defendent.

His bearing was easy and 
unaffected and his eyes serene. 
When he entered court at 8:45 this 
morning, after almost’ elghteen 
hours of waiting for the verdict 
he sat down within five feet of 
the correspondent, who was er 
the morning paper just receive 
from Atlanta.

The Rehard Affidavit. 


The affidavit furnished by Henry 
Rehard, who says that he was 
swindled by the Atlanta bunco gang 
in February of 1920, mentions a 
man whom he calls “P. J. Raney,” 
and who, he says, aided in fleecing 
him out of $2,000. A photograph, 
which Chief Lamar Poole, of the 
detective department, says is that 
of Joseph O. Ewing, is identified by 
Rehard’s affidavit, to which it is 
attached, as that of “Raney.” 

In the affidavit Rehard says that 
Raney, who, Chief Poole declares to 
have been really ‘Ewing, took him 
to the office of R. N. Berrien, Jr., 
to negotiate the conversion of two 
drafts for a total of $25,000 into 
Liberty bonds. After failing to get 
the drafts cashed, Rehard says he 
went to Ohio, his home, and return- 
ed with $2,000, which he lost in the 
Eame. Mr. Berrien was not able to 
say whether Ewing had introduced 
Rehard to him or not.

Washington, April 9:—(By Consti- 
tution Leased Wire.)—Congressman 
William D. Upshaw, of Atlanta, will 
on Monday introduce in congress a 
legislative program for forcing 100 
per cent Americanism in this coun- 
try. First’ will be a bill to pro- 
hibit the circulation through the 
mails of newspapers, magazines or 
propaganda publications printed in 
America in any foreign languages 
unless the. same shall contain in a 
parallel column a transiation of the 
foreign text in plain, unmistakable 
English. 

Second, he will seek to make it 
unlawful for any organization to 
place :n its name or title the name 
of any foreign country before the 
word “American,” or, for instance, 
“German-American,” or ‘“Trish- 
American,” and so on. Regarding 
these measures which the Atlantan 
will seek early committee hearings, 
Mr. Upshaw says: 

“This bill preventing the publica- 
tion of papers and periodicals in 
foreign languages without an ac- 
companying English translation, 
and its companion bill preventing 
the uSe of the name of any foreign 
cuuntry before ‘American’ in the 
caption of any organization, are 
both what’ their language declares 
—a clear-cut, advance step to safe- 
guard genuine Americanism in ae 
country. 

“Instead of beihg unfriendly to- 
ward the foreign-born peoples 
among us, they are introduced in a 
spirit of real friendship. to them by 
encouraging them to prépare them- 
selves and their children to walk 
out into the unmixed enjoyment of 
full American citizenship. 

“No flag must fly above the Stars 
and Stripes on American soil, and no 
foreign name should be allowed to 
come before America in adyertising 
any organization. 

“Such requirements are best for 
them, and certainly best for the 
country beneath whose flag they 
seek protection and the pursuit of 
happiness.”

London, April 9%—Paliamentary 
labor party leaders and the execu- 
tive committee of the trades union 
congress conferred on the indus- 
trial situation. It was believed the 
conference would determine wheth- 
er a special session of delegates of 
the congress should be convened, at 
which the attitude of affiliated 
unions, with a membership of more 
than 6,000,000 workers, toward the 
“triple alliance” strike might be 
decided.

CiHarris Is Held! 
|For Gotham Cops 


In Elwell Case 


Charge of Murder Stood for 
While Against Man Who 
Claims He Slew Sport. 


‘Buffalo, N. Y., April 9.—Roy Har- 
ris, whose complicity in the murder 
of Joseph B. Elwell, New York 
sportsman and card expert, has puz- 
zled the Buffalo and New York po- 
two days, had a first- 
degree murder charge placed 
against him for four hours tonight. 
The charge was placed opposite his 
name on the police blotter of the 
Niagara street station at 6 o'clock. 


At 10 o'clock Police Chief Higgins 
announced the charge would be 
withdrawn and the man would be 
held on an open charge. 

Captain Carey tonight confirmed 
the report from Buffalo that a tel- 
egram had been sent to authorities- 
there asking them to hold Harris 
on the strength of his confession, 

The charge of murder against 
Harris was a mistake, it was stated, 
due to the faulty transmission of a 
telegram, which advised Chief Hig- 
gins to “hold” Harris. The telegram 
from Acting Chief Inspector Thom- 
as Murphy, of New York, said:" — 

“Hold Roy Harris on his confes- 
sion of the murder of Joseph B. 
Elwell here in June, 1920, pending 
further investigation.” 

When it was transmitted over 
the telephone to the police at the 
station house where Harris is held, 
it was construed to mean that a 
murder charge was to be placed

Visited by Wife. 

Harris’ wife was a visitor at the 
Niagara~street police station to- 
night. She was taken there from 
another police station where she 
has been held as a material witness. 
Although newspaper men were not 
allowed in the room, the = 
were in plain sight through a win- 
dow, and it was seen that the wom- 
an was pleading with Harris ear- 
nestly, while Harris,. gesticulating, 
kept insisting on some point. 

The meeting lasted an hour. Then 
Detective Harry Oswald, of the 
New York detective bureau, joined 
them. Mrs. Harris was smiling 
when she emerged. She avoided 
newspaper men, who sought to 
question her. : 

“It was just a little family par- 
ty,”” Detective Oswald said. “Noth- 
ing new developed. 

Before leaving the station, how- 
ever, the New York detective is- 
sued orders that no one should be 
allowed to see Harris until former 
Governor Charles S. Whitman ar- 
rived heré tomorrow to question the 
prison r. 


Whitman to Probe. 

New York, April 9.—Férmer Gov- 
ernor Charles S. Whitman  an- 
nounced tonight that he will go to 
Buffalo tomorrow to interrogate 
Roy Marris, who “confessed” to 
Buffalo police that he and an ac- 
complice were hired by a woman to 
murder Joseph B. Elwell last June.

14,000,000 ACRES 
CLAIMED BY INDIANS 


Tulsa and Oklahoma City 
Built on Disputed Land. 
Statute of Limitations 
May Nullify Claim. 


Washington, April 9.—Claim of 
14,000,000 acres of land in Texas 
and Oklahoma, including the cities 
of Tulsa and Oklahoma City and 
practically the entire Burkburnett 
oil field was filed in the supreme 
court today in behalf of the Chero- 
kee nations, the claim being sup- 
ported by a government patent is- 
sued by President Van Buren and 
certified as authentic by the inte- 


rior department. 

The claim was in the form of a 
petition for permission to intervene 
in the Red river oil lands case, an 
Original suit between Texas and 
Oklahoma involving jurisdiction 
over the valuable oil fields situated 
along the common boundary. 

The motion was filed by John M. 
Taylor, a grand nephew of General 
Zachary Taylor, as attorney for 
the Cherokee nation. He said the 
patent was discovered accidentally 
among the papers of a deceased 
chief of the tribe. Bearing the date 
of December 31, 1838, the patent 
Rave to the Cherokee nation “for- 
ever” a tract about 500 miles in 
length through the Panhandle sec- 
tion, comprising in all 14,374,135.14 
acres. 

Only the possibility that the stat- 
ute of limitations will nullify the 
claim prevents the Cherokee nation 
from having a “water-tight case,” 
counsel said. It will be contended, 
it was added, that this statute does 
not apply since the supreme court 
has held that it cannot be pressed 
against the government itself, and 
that the Indian tribe as wards of 
the government are possessed of the 
same rights. 


OKLAHOMANS DOUBT 
SUCCESS OF CLAIM. 

Oklahoma City, April 9.—Doubt 
that the Cherokee Indian nation can 
lay claim to more than 14,000,000 
acres of land in Oklahema and 
Texas, aS was done in a petition 
filed in the United States supreme 
court today, because it has no of- 
ficial or legal status as a nation, 
Was expresséd today by 8S. P. Freel- 
ing, attorneyv-general of Oklahoma. 

The land in question has been 
patented by the government since 
the Van Buren grant, according to 
Mr. Freeling.

Missing Aircraft Found, 
After Nineteen Days, 
Floating Empty on Gulf 
of Mexico. 


Panama City, Fla. April 9.—The 
missing naval free balloon A-5604, 
which disappeared after leaving the 
Pensacola naval station the night 
of March’ 22 with five men-aboard 
for an overnight practice flight, was 
found late yesterday in the Gulf of 
Mexico, twenty-six miles southwest 
of Cape San Bias, by the fishing 
smack Electga, Captain Roy Eckert, 
and brought here today. No trace 
of the crew was found. 

Captain Eckert was heading for 
port about 7 o'cjock last night when 


he sighted a biack patch on the 
Surtacée. An inyestigation developed 
that it was the missing balloon, 
With the basket still] attached. A 
small amount ot gas képt’ the bag 
afloat. A sounding wave the deptn 
of water as 1,900 fathvyms. The 
basket was floatiig below the sur- 
face. Eckert picked up the balloon 
and brought it here, arriving short- 
ly before daylight. 

The A-5604 was in command of 
Pilot G. K. Wilkinson, of Houston, 
Texas, and the other members of 
the crew were Student Pilots R. E. 
Eland, of Belleville, lll; EB. L. Ker- 
shaw, of Payne, La;; J. E. Elder, 
Lebannon, N. Y.. and W. H. Trefrey, 
of Salem, Mass. 

Two days after its departure a 
carrier pigeon arrived at the naval 
station with a message stating that 
the night before the badloon was off 
St. Andrews bay and drifting to sea. 
Later in the day. another peeees 
brought @ message saying it was 
only 100 feet Above the water, sink-

except where such reduction has al- 
ready been agreed to by contract.’ 
Not Representative. 
“3. The closed shop division of 


the United Typothetae of America, 
a distinct and separate organization 
in itself, has never been and could 
not be empowered to represent the 
United Typothetae of America in 
any negotiations or agreements con- 
sidered by the ifiternational joint 
council. 

“4. The executive council of the 
United Typothetae of America 
brands as absolutely false the state- 
ment that the United Typothetae of 
America is a party to any agree- 
ment made between the representa- 
tives of any printing trades union 
and any employing printers acting 
in their tndividual capacity of as 
members of a division. 

“5.. It should be recognized that 
the closed shop division of the 
United Typothetae of America en- 
joys complete autonomy in the con- 
duct of its affairs and the execu-

Max their life ambition. The dope 
says it. The dope proclaims the 
fact that they will beat Cleveland 
out by one game and St. Louis Dy 
three games, the three teams being 
20 closely bunched that an acci- 
dent or a sudden slump may iurn 
the entire tide. 

The Yankees undoubtedly figure 
to win over Cleveland when one 
compares the teams man for min 
and pitcher for pitcher. For, while 
Cleveland figures as having a slignt 
advantage over the Yankees, tne In- 
dian position is precarious, especi- 
ally as to pitchers. The study of 
the Cleveland pitchers against the 
Yankee attacking strength -leaves 
no doubt as to the ultimate out- 
come, and, with the breaks coming 
as they usually do in favor of the 
strongest attacking team, the mar- 
gin of the Yankee victory should 
-be more than the one game which 
the dope gives them. ; 

Cleveland's weakness against New 
York is this: Mails undoubtedly 
strengthens them, and the Indian 
fans ‘figure upon Mails being the 
deciding element. We can figure 
Mails to beat the Yanks and Cove- 
leskie to heat them. Between them 
they ought to beat New York eight 
games. But the chief reliance of 
Cleveland ig Bagby, who carries the 
bulk of the work. He is a pitcher 
of the “make ’em hit 'em” kind. He 
forces the other club to hit, and 
New York, with its terrific hitting 
power, is the kind that cannot be 
beaten when it hits the ball at all. 
New York will take the series from 
the Indians, and that is about the 
decidimg element, although in study- 
ing the dope we find some strange 
figures. 

Yanks Figure to Win Every Series. 

The Yanks figure to win every 
‘geries excepting that from the St. 
Louis Browns, which team is en- 
titled to third rank in the dope. 
The fact-that the Browns will trim 
the Yanks in the serics is due to 
another of the freaks of pitching. 
You wil) discover in studying team 
against team and pitcher against 
itcher that often one team likes to 
hit against the pitchers of another 
or that pitchers of one team are 
especially effective against the 
other team, no matter how strong 
it may be, This is the case with 
St. Louls and the Yanks. I figure 
Shocker alone will win six games 
from New York. But for Mays’ ef- 
fectiveness against St. Louls, the 
Browns might trim the Yanks so 
hard as to take the pennant away 
from them. 

Washington also will give the 
Yanks a hard battle. In fact, the 
Senators are quite strong, although 
the dope shows a sharp drop in 
standing from third to fourth place. 
Fourth seems conceded to Wash- 
ington ,with Detroit and Philadel- 
hia fighting for the honor of lead- 
ing the second division. 

Detroit’s Change Explainable. 

The remarkable change of dope 
In the Detroit club may seem odd. 
Nor is it all accounted for by the 
‘changed spirit due to the naming of 
Cobb aS manager. Look over liast 
season‘’s record and you will dis- 
cover that a great part of Detroit's 
terrific slump last season was in 
the series with the White Sox, a 
team it always before had held 
level or beaten. Last year Detroit 
won just three games from the 
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White Sox, and this year they dope 

to win thirteen, which is a. clear 

gain of ten games. 

There is another rather remark- 
able feature tn the dope which is 
hard to explain, and that is the 
strength of the Boston club, which 
is very weak and not getting any 
stronger, against the strengthened 
Tigers. The Red Sox figure to beat 
them the series, and on study of the 
pitching of each team ‘and the sys- 
tem of attack of the other, there is 
no getting away from it, although 
it is somewhat contradictory to 
usual dope. “ 

You will find, in this systematic 
study of the strength of one team 
against the weakness of others, 
that fast teams figure strong 
against teams with weak catchers 
and pitchers who do not hold. run- 
ners close to the bases. Against 
heavy-hitting teams with weak’ 
catchers they make a better show- 
tng than they do against weaker hit- 
ing clubs that have got catchers 
and pitchers with educated balk 
motions, 

I had felt confident that the Ath- 
letics would figure above Detroit 
in the dope, but the study shows 
that the Mackmen have not yet de- 
veloped enough punch to override 
Cobb’s club, which ought to get 
back somewhere near its norma! 
hitting strength this season. 

Mach Depends Upon Time Teams 
Meet. 

In this doping, of course, 1 had to 
figure the schedule, for much de- 
pends upon the time of the season 
at which clubs meet. For instance, 
the Athletics, while weaker, will 
show strong against the Yankees in 
the early season games, and are 
fortunate to get to engage in two 
series with Huggins’ team before 
the clubs réally settle to form. If 
those eight games were scheduled 
for August or September the Yanks 
probably would win six or seven, 
but in the early season they will be 
lucky to get an ‘even break with 
Mack’s hustling ‘youngsters, with 
their good catching defense, 

The Athletics should have rather 
un easy time moving up to sixth 
place, passing the wreckage of the 
White Sox and the Boston Red 
Sox, which teams are doomed to 
fight it out for tail-end honors. The 
Red Sox should win comfortably | 
over the White Sox because of their 
ability to beat Gleason’s wrecks and 
their strange dope advantage over 
Detroit. Otherwise both teams will 
run about the same against each 
other team in the circuit.

Jack Dempsey hasn't any more 
giants to fight, but two of three 
smaller men are camping on his 
trall. Dempsey has shown that 
among heavyweights speed counts 
more than bulk, so he can’t very 
well bar smaller men on the ground 
of humanity, as some of the old 
time champions did, 

Dempsey is to fight Georges Car- 
pentier on July 2. Carpentier will 
weigh a litthe over 170 pounds 
Stripped ana Wempsey’s best fight- 
ing weight is 183, the weight at 
which he met the gigantic Willard. 
Demps*y beat Morris, Fulton and 
Willard because he was a faster 
man, and he could hit. 

Carpentier is remarkably fast— 
perhaps faster even than Dempsey 
—and he can hit. So Carpentier may 
be able to beat Dempsey and take 
the heavyweight championship 
back to France. But if he doesn’t, 
there are two Americans of about 
his weight who are anxious to fight 
Jack and who won't dodge a meet- 
ing with Carpentier at any time. 

Tom Gibbons and Harry Greb are 
after championships. Both have 
been doing some remarkable fight- 
ing during the last two years, Sev- 
eral years ago 1] was talking with 
Mike Gibbons, who was training 
just then to fight Packey McFar- 
land, 

“Tom is going to be a better 
fighter than I ever was,” said Hike. 
‘“He’s better right now.” 

I looked Tom over and didn't 
agree with Mike, ascribing his en- 
thusiasm to brotherly affection. But 
Tom has begun to make Mike's 
prophecy good. He has developed 
remarkable speed and hitting pow- 
er and of late has been knocking 
out his opponents in a round or two. 
He has had sixty-five fights and 
hasn't lost a decision. He has 
fought heavyweights, Miske three 
times and Harry Greb three times, 
winntng the first fight, when Greb 
was o novice. This’ was seven years 
ago. 

Tom has won three of his ltast 
four fights with knockouts. Very 
quick knockouts at that, fighting 
and winning much in the Dempsey 
manner. He fought Tony Melchoir 
and knocked him out in 25 seconds. 
Tony was so well satisfied that he 
retired from boxing. Incidentally 
Tony was no slouch as a fighter, 
being formerly the pride of Jimmy 
Dime's stable—and Jimme Dime has 
a reputation for picking good ones. 


Tribute to Reich. 


Gibbons knocked out Al Reich in 
2 minutes 33 seconds. 

“I never saw a finer athlete in 
my life,”’ Gibbons told me. “When I 
got into the ring with Reich and 
looked him over 1 wondered how 
I'd ever put him down? I’m just 6 
feet tall and weigh 175 pounds— 
just a little more han Carpentier 
—and Reich was three or four 
inches taller and weighed 219. 

“He was wonderfully built and 
looked in magnificent condition. His 
waist was small and his shoulders 
and back as wide as a door. He 
looked fit to knock out any man in 
the world. I knocked him down and 
he got up gamely enough and'‘went 
after me. I hit him on the chin 
with a left hook and knocked him 
out. My left arm used to be smaller 
than my right, because I’m natura!l- 
ly right-handed, but I have boxed 
sO much that my left is bigger and 
stronger than my right now, and JI 
think I hit harder with my left.” 

Tom next knocked out Paul 
Sampson in New York, Sampson 
was a tough bird, He never had been 
flattened before and he had fought 
a lot of good men. He fought Jack 
Johnson twenty rounds tn Mexico. 
He fought Greb, Tuney and others 
of like class. He worked five weeks 
with Jack Dempsey when Jack was 
training to fight Brennan, and he 
stuck through the five weeks with 
Dempsey. who works out the way 
he fights. Dempsey thought well 
enough of Sampson's ability to pay 
him $35 a day for his work as a 
sparring partner, which is nearly a 
record in itself. 

Gibbons Knocked out Sampson in 
just about the way he knocked out 
Melchoir, except that it took a few 
more Punches to put away the 
blond iron man. In the Melchoir 
fight Tom struck only two blows. 
Melchoir was on hig feet six sec- 
onds, on the fioor nineteen, He 
knocked Melchoir down with a left, 
gave him time to get up and rush, 
and stepping aside to let him go 
past clipped him on the chin with a 
wicked left hook that finished the 
ent with no further need for ac- 
tion. 

He served Sampson the same way. 
The result of this fight was a sur- 
prise, Sampson having been picked 
to stay to tRKe limit. 

Gibbons claims that he is begin- 
ning to find it hard to get matches. 
He says Jack Brennan has re- 
fused an offer of $10,000 to fight 
him in Cleveland. Bob Martin, ac- 
cording to Gibbons, refused an offer 
of $7,500, aiso made by Promoter 
Tommy McGinty. of Cleveland. 

“Would you be anxious to fight 
Dempsey?” I asked Tom. 

“That’s the ambition of my life,” 
said Gibbons. 

Veteran eof 100 Battles. 

The other light contender who 
wants to fight Jack is Harry Greb. 
Greb is well known as a great 
fighter of his weight, a tough, rug- 
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ged fellow with a record of about 
300 fights in the ring. He Is the 
best man of his weight in Ameri- 
ca, and when Carpentier came here 
to show what he could do Greb was 
suggested as a suitable opponent. 

However, Bat LevinskKy, a has- 
been, was selected. It might not 
have been dangerous to match the 
great Frenchman against Greb, but 
at least Greb would have given him 
a fight—which old broken-down 
Levinsky didn’t. 

Greb is a hard hitter. He knock- 
ed out Gunboat Smith in two rounds 
a while ago. He claims that he 
never lost a decision fight and the 
only Knockout scored against him 
was landed by Joe Chip eight years 


ag”v, when Greb was just beginning 


to bat.... He afterward beat Chip, 
when he had a little more experi- 
ence. His first fight with Chip 
was only his third or fourth fight 
in a ring. 

As a fighter Greb is very much 
like Jack Dillon when Jack was 
known as the “Giant Killer.” He 
lookg like Jack and fights much as 
Jack used to. He has beaten Dil- 
lon, Levinsky, Brennan (fifteen- 
round decision), Bob Roper, Jack 
Doyle and Jeff Smith, as well as 
innumerable men of less fame. He 
fought Brennan three times, and 
they were all tough fights. Greb 
thinks Brennan about the best man 
he has met and points to the fight 
Brennan gave Dempsey as an argu- 
ment that he has a chance with 
Dempsey himself. 

Incidentally Greb trained with 
Dempsey at Fifty-seventh street 
and at Cedar Point when Dempsey 
fought Miske. He believes that he 
can hold his own with Dempsey 
any time and perhaps outpoint him. 

Besides hungering for a chance 
at the heavyweight title Greb, who 
has a full share of pugnacity, longs 
for a chance to knock out Johnny 
Wilson and become middleweight 
titleholder. His manager, George 
Engle, thinks Wilson would be 
“duck soup” for Greb. 

“T’'ll post $5,000 as a forfeit for 
Greb to make 160 pounds at 2 
o'clock for Wilson any time Wilson 
will make the match,” says Engle. 
“That's the official middleweight 
limit recognized now, and Greb 
can make it. I’ve never had him 
make weight for a. fight, but he 
fights at from 162 to 163 pounds, so. 
160 in the afternoon would be an 
easy weight for him, I wouldn't put 
up any $5,000 if it wasn’t easy.” 

There are other 
scattered around the country, al- 
though very few in the middle- 
weight and the heavyweight 
classes. Unless Willard is given a 
return match with Dempsey the 
charn@pion could hardly pick a better 
opponent—if he comes through the 
Carpentier battle with his title— 
than Tom Gibbons. And if anvone 
in the country could give Johnny 
Wilson a tough argument it is this 
lad Harry Greb.

If your speedometer checks under or over the mile- 
ages given in the accompanying map and log, yon can 
easily ascertain the variance over the first few miles 
and make allowances accordingly, or, correct the “read-

“The state paid out about $100,- 
000,000 and stored this coffee in 
New York, New Orleans, London, 
Berlin and Paris. The state was 
ompelled to prepare itself to hold 
his until market conditions and 
crop conditions should again become 
normal. In order to insure success, 
the state issued $75,000,000 of bonds 
bearing, I think, 6 per cent interest, 
and these bonds were offered for 
subscription at a fixed price, ten 
million in New York, twenty-five 
million {n London, twenty-five mll- 
lion in Paris. ten million in Berlin 
and five millon in Brussels. When 
the day to award the bonds to bid- 
ders came (now keep in mind that 
this was not a competitive bidding, 
but an offering open to all who 
were willing to purchase at the 
stated price) the bonds offeréd in 
New York were ten times over-sub- 
scribéd. 

Similar Situation. 

“Now it seems to me we have 
reached a situation not unlike that 
which existed in Brazil in 1909.

to 8,216,192,000 bushels. Manifest- 
ly the producer {s dependent on thea 
home market. 

KDatimate of Cost. 


“The United States department of 
agriculture has estimated that it 


cost Mitchell county, Georgia, farm-! 
ers 33 cents a pound to make thelr 
cotton in 1920. As_ the United 
States has been helping pretty near- 
ay everybody in the world, why can- 
not it help, just one time, the south- 
ern cotton farmer? When he can- 
not sell his cotton he cannot buy 
western Produces nor eastern manu- 
factured goods. As the War Finance 
corporation has been revived, [ be- 
lieve that if this corporation would 
immediately buy at 20 cents. per 
pound, one million bales of cofton, 
with a view to holding it as the 
state of Sao Paulo in Brazil did in 
the matter of coffee, the instant 
effect would be the revival of trade 
and a restoration of normal condi- 
tions. The achievement is more 
possible than many of the perform- 
ances during the late war and the 
benefits would be universal.

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Heavy Imports of Gold . 
Will Help Readjustment

New York, April 9.—There are, increased factory, mill, and farm 


many people both in and out of 
Wall street who think of the coun- 
try’s great financial leaders as men 


of unerring judgment. It is a self- 
evident fact that our captains of 
industry and finance would not be 
where they are if they could not see 
further ahead than the average 
business man. But no 2ne xnows 
better than the great Wall street 
banker that for the past few years 
we have all been groping in the 
dark. One prediction after another 
Since the war started, August 1, 
1914, has gone wrong. This week 
our bankers here frankly admitted 
that another set of cateulations had 
turned out to be exactly the oppo- 
site to what had been expected. 

It will be recalled that when the 
war first started the world’s finan- 
cial machinery broke down, abso- 
lutely. The bottom dropped out of 
both domestic and foreign trade. 
Bankruptcy for our great industrial 
corporations was confidently pre- 
dicted by financiers with long 
Standing reputations for far-sicht- 
edness. But instead of going into 
receivers’ hands our industrial com- 
panies made more money than even 
the wildest promoter had ever 
dreamed. Aga‘n, before the sum- 
mer of 1914 was well over, the price 
of cotton, with Europe out of the 
market, dropped far below the cost 
of production, and to save. the 
south from anticipated ruin the 
“buy a bale of cotton” campaign 
Started . What really happened was 
that the price of cotton advanced 
to the highest quotation within 
more than two generations. 

Then, shortly after the struggle 
abroad began, New York city had 
some loans maturing in London, 
payable {In gold. One of the big- 
gest bankers in Wall! street was for 
xoing right up on his housetop and 
shouting that not a dollar of gold 
would leave the country. So the 
story goes, this banker had to be 
held down in his chair by his part- 
mers. After much backing and fill- 
ing it was wisely decided that the 
bankers of the country would get 
together and form aie $1900.000.000 
“gold pool” to meet anv foretgn 
loan maturing. Fsut this had hard-' 
ly been done, and New York city’s 
loan naid off, before Europe, to nav 
for its war supply purchase. began 
to swamp us with the yellow metal. 
Many similar cases could be cited 
of predictions gone wrong. 
But only one more {fs necessary 

illustrete the point in view. 
hen the war ended we had one- 
third of the world’s entire supply 
of gold. Rut some bankers again 
got panicky. predicting that Eurone 
would promptly withdraw the gold 
sent over during the war, leaving 
our banks with their largely ex- 
panded loans high and dry. What 
we are now witnessing is quite the 
reverse of what had been expected. 
Instead of withdrawing gold the 
rest of the world has again begun 
to swamp us with the yellow metal. 
Last week alone $35,674.000 came in. 
The total so far for 1921 is $140.- 
000,000, against only $96,000,000 
for the whole of 1920, the year of 
the maturing Anglo-French loans, 
when gold imports were heavy. 
Every day this week fresh. shipn- 
ments have arrived. So far this 
rear we have received gold from 

ngland, France, Belgium. Den- 
mark, ermany, Greece, Nether- 
lands, ortugal, Russia, Turkey, 
Sweden. Canada, Australia. China. 
all parts of South America, and 
from many other countries. ; 

For months past the one subject 
of general discussion in banking 
and industrial circles has revolved 
around the question as to how on 
earth we were to finance exports 
to find an outlet for our greatly

output. While the war was on our 
government made loans to foreign 
countries. Then after the war end- 
ed exports were privately financed. 
But before the end of last year we 
got to the point where ho interest 
was being paid on the foreign loans 
made by Our government and where 
our banks, which had privately fin- 
anced exports, were congested with 
sOme $4,000,000,000 “frozen” credits. 
Then we started to form the $1900,- 
000,000 foreign trade corporation, 
which was to sell its $100,000,000 
stock to the banks and to industria] 
companies and under the Edge law 
expand its lending power to $1.006,- 
000,000, and as svon as this corpo- 
ration was formed it was planned, 
others were to be started. 


But it is no secret now that the 
$100,000,000 foreign trade corpora-. 
tion has not been a success. The 
banks and industrial companies 
would not subscribe to the stock. 

That seemed the breaking of the 
last straw when the flood of gold 
from the outside world Eneepeee ys 
set in. What has happened has all 
happened bankers can now see in a 
perfectly natural way. Our exports 
began to fall off because artificial 
methods of financing foreign trade 
broke down. Our merchants and 
manufacturers who had goods to sell 
wanted to know how and when they 
were going to get their money. 
When the rest of the world found 
out that no more goods were to be 
sold on “artificial” credit it began 
to send gold. Hence the heavy 
gold shipments now being received. 

Some of this incoming gold is to 
pay off debts. Some of it is to 
establish credits for the purchase 
of wheat, cotton, raw, and finished 
materials. Some {is to help bring 
foreign exchange back nearer to 
par, al! of which is going to help 
our banking, industrial, and farm 
situation and help correct conditions 
abroad. 

Of course the rest of the weorld 
has not enough gold to send us to 
pay for all the foodstuffs and goods 
needed. Our exports will not hold 
up to last year’s figures. But our 
shipments will be much larger than 
Was thought possible only a few 
weeks ago. And in the meantime 
our heavy gold imports plus the 
smaller volunie of domestic business 
now being transacted at lower price 
levels will result in relieving the 
money strain in this country. It is 
now safe to predict that within a 
very short period a matter of 
months at the longest, money rates 
will work much lower. - 
This easing of money will! first be 
reflected in the market for invest- 
ment securities. The price of in- 
vestment bonds and stocks will ad- 
vance as the interest rate on money 
declines. 

Easier money will also make it 
possible for business men to pay off 
and fund on more favorable terms 
outstandin indebtedness. In the 
last analysis, however, general trade 
is based on profits and not on .easy 
money. Before there can be a sus- 
tained recovery in general trade 
the cost of doing business, which is 
made up chiefly of labor, must come 
down. That more than anything 
else is what is holding back gen- 
eral trade. And this uncertainty is 
being reflected in the stock market. 
Before the stock market begins to 
advance it must be possible to see 
how equities for shareholders are 
going to be accumulated. But while 
the immediate future of the stock 
market is uncertain much encour- 
agement is warranted in the un- 
expected Improvement in our bank- 
ing, industrial, and farm outlook re- 


sulting from the heavy gold imports.

Young America to Feel 
Romance of World Trade 


The call to American manhood 
has sounded again. This time it is 
not the yell of the topper, or the 
bos’n’s mate, or the shavetail or 
the trick ensign. It is a call of 
trade, but for all that it is a sum- 
mons to conquest—to win in the 
ways of peace. The beckoning fin- 
ger points not only to France and 
Belgium, but far beyond. It indi- 
cates as the objective Tasmani and 
the Hunafloi Fiord, Kobe and Tan- 
gier, Calcutta Iporto, Cadiz, Rio de 
Janeiro, Tientsin, Fiume, Naples, 
Crete—wherever man has estab- 
lished himself and requires food or 


comforts or machinery. 

American ships are to cleave the 
geven seas to take these commodi- 
ties to the five races of the world 
and wherever American goods go 
there will be needed Americans for 
their barter and sale. This nation 
is to have its first real taste of 
the romance of trade and thousands 
of young Americans will be needed. 
They will enjoy the savor that has 
been the relish of the Englishman, 
that the Germans found so sweet 
before their appetite overcame their 
judgment. 

In the day just dawning these 
Americans who go abroad are to 
talk in the terms of the countries 
in which they shall transact busi- 
ness, they shall think as their for- 
eign neighbors think until they 
finally achieve the ultimate and 
dream ina strange language, dream 
of making America greater in the 
land where they trade under the 
shadow of the Stars and Stripes. 

All of which is another way of 
saying that the United States is 
going into world trade. 

There are those who will say that 
we have been deeply committed to 
international commerce ever since 
the world war began. That is true, 
but the commerce we have been en- 
gaged in has been forced upon this 
country; actually it came without 
seeking. As a matter of fact, be- 
fore we were drawn by the uni- 
versal demand from belligerent 
countries and by others who had 
been dependent upon these coun- 
tries we had no such thing as a 
foreign trade, in the strict sense of 
the term. We did a foreign. busi- 
ness, but we did nothing outside 
of a few large far-seeing firms to 
establish it on a permanent basis. 
We did not carry it on as the Lrit- 
ish huve done &ince 1860 or as the 
Germans did from 1870. 

To fill such orders required that 
we build larger plants. that we dig 
deeper into the mines, that we work 
double shifts in our factories and 
that we raise bumper crops. We had 
to produce net noly enough food 
and other commodities for our won 
110,000,000 people, but we had to 
supply a large part of the world. 
Even after the war this continued 
so that until recently of our total 
production 80 pef cent was for do- 
mestic consumption and 20 per cent 
for foreign use. 

Théen toward the end of 1920 our 
foreign trade began to fall. The 
only adequate banking machinery 
we had available for financing the 
sale of our goods abroad was for 
the extension of short-term credits. 
Our banks responded nobly to de- 
mands in the way for which they 
were -rganized. But the thirty—or 
sixty—or ninety-day credits which 
they extended could not be met by 
for mn countries when they fell 
due, and, extended and re-extend- 
ed, became practically 
obligations. The banks of the 
country are carrying some }3$4,000,- 
000,000 of such obligations at the 
present term. They can go no fur- 
ther. 

The result has been that goods 
produced for abroad could not he 
shipped and they backed up in this 


long-term ; 


country which already was amply 
supplied. Without markets there 
was no need for further produc- 
tion, so factories and mills and 
mines either shut down or reduced 
their output. Until the credit situa- 
tion can be eased trade cannot go 
forward. 

A remedy has been devised for 
this by American business men. 
There is now in process of organi- 
zation in this country the Foreign 
Trade Financing Corporation, with 
a capltal of $100,000,000 and the 
uower, under the Edge amendment 
to the federal reserve act, to issue 
debentures to the amount of $1,000,- 
000,000—ten times its capital. All 
over the country the leaders in 
commerce, finance, industry, ex- 
port and agriculture, actuated by 
the feeling that they are engaged 
in a great public enterprise, are 
pushing the corporation to com- 
pletion. They are in expectation 
that the necessary capitalization for 
the enterprise will be subscribed to 
quickly enough to enable the or- 
ganization to begin operations 
about the middle of this year. 

Men like Herbert Hoover, John 
McHugh, vice president of the Me- 
chanics and Metals National bank, 
New York city; Pau] M. Warburg, 
New York city; Fred I. Kent, vice 
president of the Bankers’ Trust 
company, New York city; Julius H. 
Barnes, Barnes-Ames company, u- 
luth: Thomas E. Wilson, president 
of Wilson & Co., Chicago; Herbert 
Myrick, president of Phelps Pub- 
lishing company, Springfield, Mass.; 
George Ed Smith, president of the 
Royal Typewriter company, New 
York city, and John 8S. Drum, 
president of the Mercantile Trust 
company, San Francisco, are work- 
ing toward completing the organi- 
zation. They are being assisted by 
committees throughout the country 
as the object is to make the cor- 
poration representative of the 
whole country and not of any one 
section. 

It is the aim of this corporation 
to extend such terms of credit that 
foreign countries will not only be 
able to buy from us at the present 
time, but that they shall remain as 
permanent customers of American 
goods. We have the goods and we 
have the ships to carry them in 
our war-created merchant marine. 
The next step will be to establish 
branches or agencies of the cor- 
poration all over the world for the 
examination and extension of 
credit. With American represenfa- 
tives on the ground we will be able 
to know the credit handi@#aps on 
business and adjust loans on securi- 
tiles in a way which will permit the 
ordinary American to invest in 
them with safety. 

The plan represents, perhaps, the 
most ambitious enterprise that 
America ever has urfdertaken for 
the promotion of its trade. It will 
call for the services of men who 
will fittingly represent this coun- 
try abroad. Not many years ago 
it would have been possible to count 
up to ten and in this figure to 
have covered the Amertcan firms 
established in England and the con- 
tinent. Our American companies 
that engaged in foreign trade did 
it through foreign representatives. 
Since the outbreak of the war 
branches of American firms and 
banks are situated in every coun- 
try. The number must grow, and 
the cemand for men who can deal 
with foreigners in a way that will 
reflect credit on him and the com- 
pany he represents will grow ac- 
cordingly. °

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OMINAL DEALINGS 
IN SHORT SESSION 


Pennsylvania Registers 
New Low Record of 
Many Years Under 
Pressure. 


New York, April 9.—The_ two- 
hour session of the stock market to- 
day calls for no extended comment, 
dealings falling to nominal propor- 
tions. Such changes as occurred 
were without importance and _re- 


sulted mainly from week-end cov- 
ering of short contracts. 

Rails of the more acceptable type 
and several of the prominent § in- 
dustrials and food issues were again 
under moderate pressure, notably 
Pennsylvania, which registered a 
oe low record for many years at 

Oils and a few affiliated issues, 
also motors and equipments, were 
relatively firm, but the movement 
Was exceedingly contracted, many 
popular issues remaining unquoted. 

The bond market reflected the 
sluggish course of stocks, in irreg- 
ular tone prevailing among Liber- 
ty issues and most other domestic 
bonds. International issues were 
featureless. Total sales par value, 
$4,325,000. 

Noteworthy features of the week- 
ly clearing house report included an 
actual decrease of slightly more 
than $30,000,000 in holdings of mem- 
bers at the Federal Reserve bank 
and a contraction of nearly $90,000,- 
000 in net demand deposits. Cash 
holdings decreased about $18,600,- 
000, leaving a deficit of $4,331,320 
below legal requirements. 

General news of the day embraced 
the weekly surveys of business con- 
ditions by trade authorities and the 
March tonnage report of the Unit- 
ed States Steel corporation showing 
a further reduction of about 650,000 
tons in unfilled orders. Bookings

Chicago, April 9.—Forecasts of 
freezing weather came to the rescue 
of the grain markets today after 
depressing economic news from 
England and scattered selling had 
Started prices downward. At the 
finish wheat was unchanged to 1 1-4

W holesale Prices 
At Lowest Point 
Since Early 1917 


After practically a year of con: 
tinuous decline, Dun’s Index num- 
ber of wholesale commodity quota- 
tations, which is based on the es- 
timated per capita consumption of 
each of the many articles embraced 
by the record, is now at the lowest 
point touched since the beginning 
of 1917. At $174,404 on April 1, 
the latest index number figure dis- 


closes the eleventh consecutive 
monthly recession, and marks a re- 
duction of 4.1 per cent from =the 
$181,921 of March 1, this year. The 
price yielding last month followed 
a decline of 2.1 per cent in Feb- 
ruary, 6.4 per cent in January and 
the maximum recession of 6.3 per 
cent last November, and contrasts 
with an advance of 1.9 per cent on 
April 1, 1920. From the high level 
of May 1, last year, the index num- 
ber has fallen per cent, but 
is still more than 44 per cent above 
the pre-war basis and fully 55 per 
cent higher than the average on 
April 1 for the ten years prior to 
1914. The low point on April 1 of 
the last two decades was reached in 
1905 at $99.206, and eleven of the 
twenty years show declines as of 
that date.

A memorable event in Augusta 
last week was the unveiling of a 
memorial tablet to Richmond coun- 
ty’s neroes who lost their lives in 
the orld war, the tabiet erected 
by Richmond County Federation of 
Women’s Clubs. of which Mrs. A. H. 


Brenner, the State Federation's 
corresponding secretary, is presi- 
dent. 

The ceremony in Hero grove took 
place on the anniversary of Ameri- 
ca’s entrance upon the world war, 
April 5. 

The grove on lower Broad street, 
Augusta, was planted by the city 
last spring at the request of Mrs.

“There are approximately 112 
members of the Parent-Teacher club 
of Lucile avenue, an organization 
which has been formed since the 
school was built six years ago... We 
have an enrollment of 400 pupils 
attending the school, and I don't 
believe there is a single child going 
there of any nationality save Ameri- 
can,” said Mrs. Tolbert, the presi- 
dent of the association, when in- 
terviewed yesterday on the work in 
her association. 

“Six grades were reckoned for 
in Lucile avenue when it was 
built, and now there are eleven 
grades being taught. So rapidly has 
the city grown, and particularly in 
the neighborhood of West End park, 
where we draw our children from, 
that we are now using for teach- 
ing purposes the library, restroom, 
basement, one room in the Baptist 
church, and rent a room over a 
Store for the overflow. We have no 
auditorium for meetings, entertain- 
ments, or carrying on our commu- 
nity work, but of course that will 
be given when the bond funds are 
spent for schools. The class rooms 
are used now for meetings and such 
occasions as arise in the schoo] 
calendar throughout the year.

Will Open Atlanta Season

A new opera, a new tenor, a new baritone, and one of the 
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of 1921, which begins Monday, April 2s. 

“Andrea Chenier” is a music drama by Umberto Giordano, 
and is built around a story of the French revolution. Another 
opera by the same composer was presented in Atlanta some 
years ago, “Madame Sans-Gene,” which will be remembered 
best by Geraldine Farrar’s impersonation in the title role, and 
the much discussed Napoleon of Amato. The music was pleas- 
ing, but not comparable with the quality of “Chenier,” to 
judge by the reception the latter opera has been given in New 
York this winter. 

It is not a new opera. It was put on by other companies 
in New York as far back as 1880, and Richard Aldrich, to dis- 
tinguisk_it from the “young” Italian school, places it in what 
he calls the “middle-aged” Italian period—between Verdi, fos 
instance, and the period represented by Montemezzi and Wut? 
Ferrari. 

It is contemporaneous with Puccini’s “Boheme,” which 
will alsq be presented in Atlanta this season, and four years 
earlier than Tosca, the Puccini music drama which has been 
put at the other end of Atlanta’s week of opera—Saturday 
night. Both Puccini and Giordano, therefore, came under much 
the same influences, which would shape their work, and use 
the same methods, altHough it is generally conceded that the

Should the Amateur Scenario 
Writer Be Discouraged? 


, n> 
of ina most important les- 
ons for the aspiring scena- 

rio writer to learn is that 
drama should be the predominating 
ingredient of a motion-picture story. 
In addition to this there may be oppor- 
tunities for fine photographic effects, 
for the women characters to wear 
gorgeous gowns—even a moral may be 
gently conveyed—but everything must 
be subordinate to the dramatic quality 
of the story. ° 
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The scenario departments of the 


large studios return hundreds of 


manuscripts every week, and natural- 
ly the editors can not write each con- 
tributor a personal letter and go into 
details as to why his or her story is 
not available for production. But in 
ninety-nine cases out‘f a hundred the 
reason is the lack of dramatic ma- 
terial in the scenario. 
The Child Ques@n. 
Dozens of stories are received on the 


/ 
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“No Children Wanted” them, in which 
the writers air a personal grievance 
rather than create an interesting story 
with dramatic situations: scores of 
stories have been submitted on the 
profiteering subject, and almost in- 
variably the authors have written 
propaganda rather than drama. ' 

Others have taken the Story of their 
lives, or of the lives of their friends, 
and called attention to ¢he fact that 


the stories were true to life. That is 
not always an advantage. While there 
is basis for drama all about us, the ex- 
istence of most of u3 is rather com- 
monplace. Even the most adventurous 
life must be high-lighted and .concen- 
trated; provided with the necessary 
confidence ‘and contrasts to make it 
really dramatic and interesting. 

The most elaborate settings and the 
most striking costumes will not make 
a photodrama. The most careful de- 
tail and the most faithful atmosphere 
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ten to diggourage the amateur scenario 
writer—that is impossible. 
The First Attempt. 

Scenario editors will tell you 
the amateur’s first effort is often 
good and acceptable, embodying in all 
likelihood some original dramatic 
event in the writer’s life. The utter

will not make an interesting picture. 
All these features enlance the value of 
a good story and make it 100 peg cent 
perfect. Buta real drama will survive 
without these accessories. 

The Drama Is the Thing. 
Write history, if you will; 
propaganda, drive home a lesson or 
construct an autobiography—but make 
these things incidental to the drama of 
the story. Audienages will accept any 
pill you wish to givethem if it is suf- 
ficiently well coated with interesting, 

entertaining drama. 

It is estimated that the motion-pic- 
ture producers in the United States 
turn out fifty new subjects every week. 
The average weekly output of the vast 
army of volunteer. scenario writers is 
not less than 8,000 a week. One cOm- 
pany alone receives on an average 500 
unsolicited scenarios every seven 
days. ‘ 
, This would make the chances of the 
scenario writer one in 160, but his 
chances are really much smaller. Out 
of the fifty companies producing pic- 
tures either regularly or irregularly, 
only about 25 buy outside “scripts.” 
Consider now the undoubted fact that 
even the buying companies have their 
decided favorites, and the chances of 
the outsider becomes too elusive for 
arithmetical pursuit. This is not writ- 


write 


lack of art in dramatic composition 
does not entirely obscure the dra- 
matic values in the “script” and it fs 
accepted. Immediately the idea takes 
possession of the writer that he is a 
newly discovered genius and nothing 
can thereafter make him doubt him- 
self. He remembers that Ibsen was 
well past middle life when he scored 
his “best hits.” He keeps on trying. 
There have been instances of determ- 
ined scenario writers sacrificing 
their savings in an effort to produce 
their scenarios at their own expense. 

One of the most exacting test® of 
scenarios is the ending of the “script.” 
The rule is that the ending must be 
happy. The minimum is one. When 
works of standard fiction are to be 
filmed and, there is no happy ending, 
it is the duty of the adapter to pro- 
vide for it by “force majeure’—thus 
“The Tale of Two Cities” in its screen 
version ends happily. 

Why They Win. 
Budding playwrights with a trend to 


tragedy will never reach the screen. 
On the other hand many a poor scena- 
rio has been saved by the chances it 
offered to the heroine to wear sixteen 
different gowns. It must be remem- 
bered that women who were no part of 
the audiences in classic antiquity and 
a@ negligible part in the days of 
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Shakespeare form at least 60 per cent 
the audience in a motion-picture 
theater. Wedding ceremonies are 
therefore tremendously popular, 
cover a multitude of sins against the 
hoary definitions of the drama. It 
an undoubted fact that the so-called 
vampire films and all the screen plays 


of 
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_that have dealt with such subjects as 


the starved maternal instincts of wom- 
an, and the white slave traffic and 
birth contral, have aroused the interest 
of women, for if they had not, they 
would have been financial failures in- 
stead of unqualified financial suc- 
cesses.

themselves and their victims be- 
tween the railroad stations, hotels 
and so-called turf exchanges. Nos. 
1, 2 and 3, which they regularly 
operated. We were informed that 
the night Mills was killed in the 
Ansley hotel, the man who did the 
killing left in one of the cars own- 
ed by this taxi company, and dis- 
appeared for two days.

The report concluded with these 
highly significant paragraphs. 

“We respectfully and very earn- 
estly urge that the governor of 
our state, and our county commis- 
sioners, immediately offer suitable 
rewards for the apprehension and 
arrest of the crooks who immedi- 
ately vanished when they found: 
that our solicitor in the state court 
meant business, and had the facts 
necessary to punish them. 

“The cumulative testimony com- 
pels your grand jury to believe that 
the removal of the three officers at 
the head of our detective depart- 
ment is imperative. 

“They are either incompetent or 
guilty of connivance with the crimi- 
nals.” 


The report of the next succeed- 
ing grand jury, which sat during 
January, was corroborative of the 
foregoing, and went even further 
than its immediate predecessor, in 
that it advised council not to re- 
elect to police commission member- 
ship the man who was at that time 
chairman of the board,J. W. Mad- 
dox, the grand jury designating him 
by name. The scandal involved in 
the successful effort to count Mad- 
dox in, though not re-elected, °is 
still fresh in the public mind. 

What more than the foregoing 
could the public ask upon which 
to base a conclusion that the city 
detective department is guilty 
either of connivance or incompe- 
tence? 

This councilmanic investigation 
prejudges nothing but the condi- 
tion it is directed to investigate. 

The matter of judging individu- 
als will come up in due course 
after the committee exposes the 
rottenness of conditions in which 
undoubtedly somebody was. re- 
sponsible.

Every natural. inclination of 
those twelve men would have led 
to an acquittal of the prisoner had 
there been a shadow of a doubt as 
to his guilt. 

The only conclusion to be drawn 
is that the evidence was so over- 
whelming as to justify no other 
verdict than that returned. 

This being true, the members 
of this jury are to be warmly com- 
mended for the manner in which 
they sought to obtain the ends of 
justice. 

A few more such evidences of 
determination to let justice pre- 
vail in Georgia—it makes no dif- 
ference whom or where it hits, in 
high places or in low, white or 
black, rich or poor—and the stains 
against the good name of Georgia 
will be wiped out. 

The time has come when the 
public sentiment of this state must 
fight for the observance of the law 
in Georgia, whether it be in doing 
away with the damnable vicious: 
ness of mob law or in eliminating 
grafting, official corruption, Punco 
steering, and all the other venal 
practices that have been = ncov- 
ered here recently to an extent 
that has damned Georgia in the 
eyes of the world! 


PAYING THE PENALTY. 

The United States government 
is now beginning to experience the 
fruits of “isolation,” to which pol- 
icy the Wilson-haters have com- 
mitted it. 

While other nations are gath- 
ered round the conference table, 
discussing world policies, settling 
political controversies growing out 
of the war, and deciding upon and 
adjudicating the rights of the va- 
rious nations participating in the 
victory over Prussian autocracy, 
the United States occupies the 
position of a bystander and 
protestant.

As the Associated Press sums it 
up, “the three biggest questions 
now in controversy between the 
allies and the United States”’—and 
in which “there is expected to be 
an almost immediate stiffening of 
the opposition of American claims” 
—are, first, Japan’s mandate over 
the island of Yap, awarded by the 
league of naticns and protested by 
Uncle Sam; second, the division 
of oil rights in Mesopotamia be- 
tween Great Britain and France, 
decreed by the league of nations 
and protested by Uncle Sam: 
third, an equitable division of the 
former German cables, on which 
the conferee nations have thus far 
been unable to agree. 

These and other vital issues are 
natura] consequences of the war— 
the war, to win which the United 
States made common cause with 
the allied nat:ons, only to turn tail 
when the firing ceased, refusing 
to participate in the formulation 
of policies to govern the processes 
of readjustment, reconstruction 
and rehabilitation.

Has the United States the right, 
after refusing to participate in the 
conferences which our allies have 
been holding for the settlement of 
questions vital to the peace and. 
prosperity of the world, to demand 
now that these decisions shall be 
presented to her for review? 

The answer of Secretary Hughes 
that by our acknowledged contribu- 
tion to the Victory over Germany, 
we thereby won the right to a voice 
in the settlement of certain ques- 
tions affecting our interests, which 
grew directly out of the war, is 
mot even debatable. Indeed it may 
be put even stronger. It was our 
duty to see that our voice was heard 
in the solution of these problems. 
But there is a vast difference be- 
tween claiming the right to be 
heard in a conference and claiming 
the right -to veto the decisions of 
a conference into whose delibera- 
tions one has refused to enter. 

A POLITICAL 
BOOMERANG. 

The truth is the Harding admin- 
istration is fast coming to face the 
inevitable consequences of the re- 
publican policy of national isola- 
tion; which it originally advocated 
for the sole purpose of punishing 
Woodrow Wilson. The embarrass- 
ment’of the Wilson administration 
now becomes the embarrassment of 
the Harding administration.

OF SHIRKING. 

Every’ day the truth is becoming 
more manifest that there is but one 
world and that the interests of this 


nation are vitally involved with the 
interests of all the nations. The dis- 
position of the little island of Yap 
is no. longer an “eastern” question, 
but is already inextricably “antan- 
gied’” with interests vital to the 
prosperity and safety of our coun- 
try. Russia is moving nearer to 
us every day, and we are becom- 
ing as sensitively conscious of her 
kaleidoscopic changes as we areto 
those of Mexico. Mesopotamia is 
no longer like a name from the 
Arabian Nights, but the lure of its 
oil fields is making it as familiar 
as the name of a Texas town. 

Mr. Wilson's enemies insisted that 
the interests of the United States 
demanded that we arrange an im- 
médiate peace with Germany and 
leave our allies to make a new map 
of Europe and fix reparations, as 
matters of peculiar interest to the 
old world.

That this ‘‘small interest’’ has begun to grow by leaps and bounds, 
and that “‘the average citizen” is fast coming to realize our individual 
as well as our national dependence upon foreign trade, is a more recent 
development in the business world which justifies in a large measure 
the space that has been devoted to the matter. 

The following letter, written by J. G. Culberson, president of the | 
Wichita Motors company, to the editor of The Nation’s Business, and | 
published in the current issue of that exceptional magazine, may shed 
more light on this subject, especially as the author illustrates his view- 
point in terms of cotton—a product that is surly close to our hearts. 

In order to set out clearly the effect of depreciated exchanges, he 
say$, assume a quantity of cotton worth $100 in our markets and folfow 
tt to various foreign countries, determining its cost in terms of our money 
in each of these respective countries: This cotton would cost at today’s 
rate of exchange, $127 in England, $138 in Spain, $145 in Norway, $211 
in Brazil, $275 in France, $530 in Italy, $1,028 in Portugal, $1,485 in 
Germany, $6,730 in Austria, $10,280 in Russia, and $18,307 in Poland, |

Therefore, the only depressing influence 
on values at the moment is the unfavor- 
able labor situation in the British Isles, 
aml if a general strike is averted there is 
every reason to believe cotton will experi- 
ence @ sharp advance from its present low 
price level, 

There is a more optimistic feeling abroad 
and at home as regards the fnture outlook 
of possible trade and financial develop- 
ments, American and European mills hold 
small eatocks, and Liverpool's stock and 
afloat of American is only 663,000 bales v. 
1,151,000 last year. 

Cotton is beginning to move freely to the 
ports in transit to foreign and American 
spinners, which is indicated by shipments 
from thirty inland towns past week of 110,- 
000 bales against 95,000 one year ago. 

In the meantime, however, the Immediate 
source of values will likely be governed 
mainiy by developments in the British la- 
bor situation, H. & B. BEER. 

New York, April 9.— (Special)—Sentiment 
here is intensely bearish, the most pressing 
point now being the DBritish labor troubles. 
It must not be forgotten, though, that 
strikes are always settled sooner or later. 
The British strike is of such magnitude, 
especially proportionate to the size of the 
country, that it does not seem reasonable 
that it would last long or materially effect 
consumption of cotton. At present Man- 
chester is taking only about 30,000 bales a 
week out of Liverpool. If the strike should 
last four weeks and spinning cease there 
entirely during that time the total effect 
would be the reduction of consumptoin of 
only a little over 100,000 bales American. 
This may be followed immediately by in- 
erease in manufacturing. The Manchester 
feeling recently has been better on account 
of inquiries from India and China. It is 
thoncht that with a quick settlement of the 
strike Manchester would become bullish and 
give lifting power to cotton prices, The 
market here is technically short. We think 
evidence of this is that it does not go 
down, People who would like to see it zo 
down seem to have already as many coni- 
mitmenta on the short side as they feel 
warranted in making.

The first announcement of Portland’s forthcoming husband 
show appeared in the newspaper a few days ago, and now multitudi- 
nous wives, doting and otherwise, who heard of the Portland show 
are giving considerable thought to the matter of soliciting the co- 
operation of town improvement associations, booster .clubs and 
pther municipal uplift organizations in order to provide husband 
shows in their own home towns. 

“Better husbands" was the secret motto of the Portland women 
‘who arranged the first bench show. They didn’t dare to advertise 
that motto broadcast for fear that their husbands might get stubborn 
and withdraw their support, not only, as financial backers but also 
as tabulated exhibits. They realized that a husband show without 
husbands would be about as successful as a poultry show without 
poultry, a dog show without dugs, or a horse show without fashion- 
able clothes. 

Of course, everybody knows in a general way why agricultural 
Shows and country fairs are held and why prizes are given to the 
owners of the best horses, cattle and pouitry placed on exhibition. 
“Better live stock’’ is the motto of those interested in bringing 
domestic animals to the highest possible state of development. And 
they realize that the best way to keep up the good work is to hold 
competitive shows where expert judges can Classify the exhibits ac- 
cording to their good or bag points, and award gold medals, blue 


ribbons, honorable mentions and special prizes to the best entries 
in each class 

It can be readily understood why a farm horse or a milch cow 
that has won a gold medal at a country fair is worth more than an- 
other animal that only took second prize. And the pedigreed ‘‘get” 
of a blue ribbon winner stands a chance, later on, of fetching a 
considerably higher market price than the offspring of a mere 
“honorable mention.” 

So “Better live stock” will remain the motto of every stock- 
raiser who believes in the value of agricultural shows, just as ‘Better 
husbands’”’ seem to have been adopted as the secret motto of the 
wives interested in holding bench shows for husbands. 

The project for the Portland husband show was the logical out- 
come of a quiet little afternoon tea discussion regarding husbands 
and their imperfections. It was a gathering exclusively for ladies 
and they felt at liberty to discuss the merits and demerits of their 
respective husbands. -What they said was not for publication, but 
it prompted a discussion as to whether or not a perfect husband 


_ could be found anywhere on this earth. 


A suggestion to advertise for one was followed by a proposi- 
tion to hold'a bench show for husbands, with blue ribbon prizes and 
gold medals for Grade A husbands, silver medals for Grade B hus- 
bands, honorable mentions for Grade C, and so on all the way 
down the line. If there was one perfect husband on exhibition the 
judges would be sure to find him, and he would be adjudged in a 
championship class all by himself and so far above Grades A. B 
and C that there could be no comparison. 
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The judges were to take various good and bad points of the 
exhibits into consideration in classifying the husbands and awarding 
the medals and ribbons. Only 25: points were allowed for physical 
perfection, with a proportionate reduction for bald heads and cold 
feet. Ability to maintain a genial disposition, especially after a hard 
day’s work at the office, was graded at 30 points. Habitual snoring. 
cost 15 points. Among other good and bad characteristics of hus- 
bands to be taken into account in awagding the prizes, were grace- 
fulness, especially while dancing, carving a fowl, voice, truthful- 
ness, reliability, waistline, generosity, eats, patience, feet and the 
general qualifications which every woman attaches to her ideal of 
what a husband ought to be. 

The Portland bench show for husbands may produce a perfect 
husband if the judges know one when they'see him. Failing Port- 
land, the perfect husband may be on exhibition at some other bench 
show. There will be others, no doubt. In fact, President Joseph 
Appelgate of the Borough Improvement Association of Glen Rock, 
N. J., is already arranging with some of his co-workefs on the im- 
provement association board of directors for the holding of a bench 
show for husbands at Glen Rock. The idea is, eventually, to gather 
all the prize winners selected at the various local bench shows for 
husbands and exhibit them at a national or even international show, 
with the very faint hope that sOmewhere, someone may yet find 
a perfect husband.

The following account of the tragedy that has ended the 
spectacular flights of one beauty along Primrose Road tells

N TELLING this story of a woman who traveled fast 
only to find that there is a law against speeding even 
on Primrose Road, who has learned that such hum- 
drum appliances as brakes were invented for a definite 
purpose, let us go back, say a score of years. With

She was. The woman who had stirred the admiration of 
a fan who, I may say, was a connoisseur in feminine pulchri- 
tude,,was over the average height, which relieved pleasantly 
that which might Rave been criticised as a tendency towards 
embonpoint. But it was the face, not the figure, which 
evoked the apostrophe. She was dressed entirely in white.

And in the wake of the speeding car, bowled over 
by swipes from the mudguard, one might say, are two men, 
two divorced and another woman who had cause 
to name the Seautiful chaffeuse in an action for divorce.

Speed and gaiety appear to have marked Mrs. Orthwein’s 
life from the days when, as Cora Hunt, she was a schoolgirl 
in Columbus, O. At the time when most of the girls of her 
set were planning graduation day dresses and wrinkling 
their pretty brows over lofty thoughts for their commence- 
ment the beauteous Cora was a baseball fan,

On the Columbus team in the season of 
89 was a husky young catcher named Jack 
O’Connor, a player of much ability and 
wielder of a wicked bludgeon at the plate.

he bore the expressive appellation of ‘‘Peach 
Pie,’’ which Was reminiscent of the semi- 


professional club on which he was playing in his home town, | 


St. Louis, when he first drew attention to his capabilities as a 
ball tosser. Peach Pie Jack soon became a star on the Colum- 
bus club and the applause which greeted his every act when 
the team was playing on the home grounds was led by the 
stunning young brunette beauty who every day had a seat 
right behind the wire screen. 

One mid-season evening Miss Hunt walked into her home 
and jolted the family with the tidings that she was a bride. 
The lucky fellow was genial, reckless, rowdyish Peach Pie 
O’Connor. The marriage of the club’s star catcher, of course, 
was a big piece of local news, and so it came about that the 
young lady took her initial plunge into the front page, a 
habit she néver was able to break. The wedding appeared 
to bring good luck to the Peach Pie, for soon afterwards he 
was purchased by the Cleveland club, then in the National 
League of 12 teams. It was a smashing good club, too, with 
such shining stars as Burkett, McAleer, Patsy Tebeau and 
old Chief Zimmer, Bobby Wallace, Childs, and Heidrick on it.

She took an apartment in Surf street, in one 
of the best residential sections along the North Shore and hér 
salon soon had a full head of steam on and was going strong. 
Despite that almost 20 years had elapsad since she first daz- 
zied St. Louis with her midnight beauty, she was still most 
attractive. That span of years had been very gentle with her. 
No white had crept into that wonderful shock of jet black 
hair and no creases had traced themselves -across her white 
forehead—sure not, for Cora Isabelle was never the sort of 
woman to worry. She decided long ago, like the girl in Nora 
Bayes’ foolish song that there wasn’t any-sense in worrying, 
so why do it? 

Among the many admirers who soon had gathered around 


her in her new home was Herbert P. Ziegler, who drew a salary ° 


quite large enough to enable him to play a leading part in 
Chicago’s expansive ana expensive pleasure-loving set which 
renders it possible for so many Green Mills, Rainbow Gardens, 
Houses That Jack Built, Cavanughs and Colosimos to exist in 
that city.

I] told them I wanted the woman to come back 
where she belonged: that no matter what good intentions 
they had I was not going to have her drive off with strangers 
when she had thousands of dollars’ worth of jewelry on her.

It was just after this that Mrs. Ziegler began to receive 
the annoying letters. Mrs. Ziegler was awfully upset over 
these letters for she wanted to keep the scandal away from 
her daughter.”’ 

On a subsequent Arraignment. the magistrate decided that 
the evidence against Mrs. Orthweim warranted her being held 
for trial, though no date was set for the hearing.

The next superior court was held 
on the second Monday in April, 1823, 
and at this term of the court the 
county’s first murder case was tried. 


William Fitzgerald was tried for the 


murder of his wife. Most of the 
evidence in the case was recorded 


on the minutes of the court, and is 


interesting. It appears. from the 
evidence of a young son of Fitzger- 
ald that his father had often cursed 
and abused his mother and threat- 
ened to kill her. About ten days 
before she was killed his father left, 
with a cart, for the sett'ements east 
of the Ocmulgee river for corn, and 
told him to meet him at Key’s ferry 
at a designated time, which the son 


did. They then started for home. 


and on the second day about dark) 


arrived at a place in about a qvfar- 
ter of a mile from their home when 
the father stopped and announced 
that they would pitch camp there. 
The son insisted on going on home, 
as it was s0 near, but the father 
would not consent to it, saying that 
the trail was too muddy and dim, 
and that he was afraid they would 
lose their way if they attempted to 
g0 on. So they camped there and 
the son was goon asleep, the two 
having gone to bed near the camp- 
fire. 


Some time later the som awoke 
and missed his father. He got up 
and looked all around the cdmp for 
him, but could not find him. He 
lay down again, but could not go to 
sleep for some time, but finally 
slept, and did not awake until near 
daybreak, when he saw his father 
sétting by the campfire fully drege- 
ed. During the night Fitzgerald's 
wife had been killed, her skull be- 
ing crushed with some kind of blunt 
instrument. A negro woman was 
left with her when her husband 
went away, and was the only. per- 
ton known to have been with her 
shen she was killed. and, it does 
not appear what became of her, as 


there was no mention of her in the 


evidence, but even‘ if she had been 
present and had seen the crime 
committed, she could not have testi- 
fied in the case, as she was a slave, 
and slaves were not allowed to tes- 
tify jn the courts. There were other 
circumstances pointing to his guilt
